On  the  eontr'ary,  as  sound  psychologists  are  now 
polntlnR  out.

^motional  experleneeg.  As  one  noted  authority 
remarks,  the  old  oracle  "Know  thyself"  Is  not 
without  its  serious  dangers,  and  he  suRgests  that 
It  should  be  largely  superseded  by  a  much  more 
useful  bit  of  advice,  namely  "Behave  yourself  " 
It  is  only  too  easy  for  the  individual,  who  .-sets 
out  to  know  himself  rather  than  to  behave  him- 
self to  become  a  very  self-centred  person  hi- 
deed.  U  l«;  also  a  truly  danRerous  practice  to 
reflect  continually  upon  ones  emotional  habits 
and  feelings.  Instinctive  and  acqufred  reactions.  I 
moods  and  tenses,  fears  and  obsessions,  the 
modern  psychologist.  If  he  imowa  his  Job,  will 
dlecourave  this  practice.  He  will  point  out  that 
_^eHDnost  impt^rt.uit  and_ significant  feature  of

ness.  that  In  the  normal  Individual  they  do  not 
last  loiiR  n  Is  true  that  when  we  are  sorrowful
